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BABY CHICKS 
NEED PROTEIN 


‘ Hud your thimbleful of protein to­ 
day,” will become the popular interro­ 
gation in the poultry yard between 
baby chicks following the recent an­ 
nouncement by the poultry departm ent 
of Purina Mills that a thimbleful of 
feed, high in protein, should consti­ 
tute tin c h i c k ’s daily menu. 
This new contribution i<> poultry nu­ 
trition knowledge came about unex­ 
pectedly and more or less accidentally, 
specialists in the departm ent declare. 
“For generations," they say, “corn and 
oats has been the accepted standard 
ration for baby chicks. Corn and oats 
of course are high in carbohydrates 
and low in protein.” 
These specialists bogan wondering 
about this corn and oat ration. 
They 
knew vthat the chicken before it was 
domesticated, 
fed 
while 
young on 
worms and bugs—protein. 
“W hat’s 
wrong with nature’s way of handling 
baby 
chicks? 
Possibly nature 
had 
some reason for this method that man 
has overlooked." 
they 
asked 
them­ 
selves. 
A little study on the part of these 
scientific research men brought out 
the' well known fact that calves re­ 
ceive colostrum, the cow’s first milk, 
which is high in protein. 
The lathy 
chick’s first food, in jested yolk, is 
35 per cent protein. 
The baby chick 
doubles its initial weight in about 12 
days, consuming only a bout two and 
one-half times its initial weight of 
feed. 
Since tho baby chick consumes 
so little feed during those first twelve 
days—a 
thibbtefui. each day—it is 
only reasonable to assume that much 
of this must In* protein l>eeause the 
time making heavy 
it consumes is going 
muscle, 
blood and

Delving still farther iuto this realm 
of nutrition—highly interesting study 
that it proved to lie—they found that 
protein in the ration is a growth fac­ 
tor.

growth is accelerated. A study of dif­ 
ferent animals revealed the fact that 
the rate of growth in animals rn mom 
rapid where the mother’s milk is high 
in protein. 
'These specialists found 
th at the rabbit's milk contains lo.5 lier 
cent protein. 
ll 
requires only six 
days for the young rabbit to double 
its weight. 
The sow s milk is ti per 
cen* protein. 
it re pi ires Ila* young 


j ag f o u r t e e n d a y s i n d o u b l e i t s i n i t i a l 
weight. The same facts were brought 
out in the study of the dog, sheep, 
gout, horse aud man. 
The sam e was 
found to apply to the baity chick—a 
need of a high jM*r cent of protein in 
the ration from the very ii cst. 
These findings on the part of t h e s e 
research men, of course, exploded lite 
theory that baby chicks should not Im* 
fed a protein ration due to the possi­ 
bility of what 
some 
term “protein 
poisoning.” 
These laboratory studies 
showed that lite baby chick is more 
a pf, to suffer from protein starvation 
rather than from protein poisoning.
